"An the Old Timers will tell you that the word zine is a deriva- 
tive from magazine, via the S.F, term fanzine. Hence, gamezine, genzine, 
etc., all from the same root. 1'herefore, the correct pronunciation is 
"zine. as in magazine," with no need to refer to "lean," in ^reat Brit- 
ain, they still insist that the the correct spelling is ■ zine. (They 
also still insist that phone should be spelled " 'phone"). However, in 
the United States, most authorities say that the apostrophe is no long- 
er needed. It is considered quite old-f ashioned here. The elimination 
o f the apostrophe should not change the pronunciation . "
